Mo., Sept. 18.—Street 
sweepings, chaff and worthless grass 
are being sold to the city as a sub­ 
stitute for hay for which $21.45 a ton 
is paid out of the municipal treasury, 
says the Post-Dispatch.

were determined by Edward TI. Def­ 
an. member of the house cf dele­ 
gates and expert hay inspector, in an 
investigation lasting two days. 
Deffaa’s inspection of the feed sold 
to the city as hay was made at the 
instance of the Merchants’ Exchange, 
following exclusive publication in last. 
Sunday’s P.ost-Dispatch of the fact 
that inferior hay bad been delivered 
at one of the city fire engine houses. 
Out of more than 700 bales which

SELECTING THE DAIRY SIRE 


Best Course for Average Dairyman to 
Pursue Is to Purchase Bull Calf 
on Pedigree. 


(By W. A. BARR. United State* Dairy 
I Mviuion, 
Colorado

Col­ 
lage ) 
Hiram Smith before a Missouri in­ 
stitute was once asked, “ W hat would 
you buy lf going into the dairy bush 
ness?” 
He replied, “ A bull.” 
The 
statement that “ a good sire is one 
half the herd, while a poor one is all 
of it” should have much significance 
for the dairyman. 
Two cow teat in g ass'miations 
have 
been organized In this state, by the 
United States D airy division. In these 
associations are 47 of the most repro 
sentative dairymen, who own 
1,000 
cows. 
Thirty-seven per cent. of those 
herds are beaded by grade or scrub 
bulls. 
W hen we consider the 7,000 
dairy herds of the state, the cows of 
which average a trifle more than IOO 
pounds of fat the past year, then can 
be seen how vital is the question of 
the dairy sire when It is 
the only 
available means of raising the produc­ 
tive standard of our herds. 
For the average dairyman the best 
course to pursue is the purchase of 
a bull calf on the strength of his an-

restore, preferably the dam, and trust 
that he w ill transm it the desirable 
characteristics to a high degree. 
In 
the selection of a sire give reliance to 
close ancestry, in preference to blood 
of the fourth, fifth and sixth genera 
tion. 
W e often hear a man say that 
his bull is a Golden I.ad or a De Hoi, 
when an examination of the pedigree 
shows the famous individual is five or 
six generations distant, which means 
about I Vs to 3 per cent, of the noted 
individual’s blood. 
When purchasing a sire, see if possi­ 
ble his dam. 
Srihe should be of good 
Rize for the breed, a regular breeder, 
possess a strong constitution and vi­ 
tality, 
with 
welldeveloped 
barrel 
mammary system and have made a 
good yearly official record.

ATTENTION NEEDED BY COW 


Previous to Calving Animal 
Should 
Be Placed In Comfortable and 
Well-Littered Stall. 


(By T. L. 1IAECKFR.A 
For ten days preceding the time for 
calving, the cow should be kept in a 
comfortable, well littered box stall or 
pen. In which there is no manger. The 
feed should he given in a box or bas­ 
ket, which should be removed after 
the feed is taken. 
The coarse feed 
may be put In the comer, and no 
more should be given than she will 
eat. 
This rule should be observed, 
not only before calving, but at all 
times. 
Throwing large quantities of 
roughage before a cow leads her into 
the bad habit of eating only the most 
appetizing parts and so wasting much 
fet'd 
It is a good practice to take a 
lantern and go the rounds of the barn. 
before retiring for the niirht. to see 
that everything hr as it should be. 


Produce Rich Milk.

O k that city annually receive twenty- 
t ve tons of dirt in their milk he as­ 
tounded many of his fellow citizens, 
but when one conics to calculate how 
much this is to the quart and com­ 
pare it. with the amount of dirt that 
will be found by straining tho ave r­ 
age quart of market milk through a 
piece of absorbent cotton, 
he w ill 
find that the statement was ve ry con­ 
servative. 
The cotton strainer is a 
test ol milk as simple as 
could be, 
and yet not one household in a thou­ 
sand bas applied even this test to its 
n ilk supply. 


It is true, however, 
that 
enough 
of them have discovered dirt in their 


t« ilk to lead enterprising dairymen to 
try to overcome the difficulty. 
And 
ibey have been provided with a ma­ 
chine that w ill take out this dirt. It 
is announced that this machine t.Uces 
cut all hairs, particles of dirt, pus 
and the like, leaving the m ilk clean 
m d wholesome. It does leave it clean 
so far as the eye can detect, but in 
point of fact, tho sanitarians say, it 
ta dirtier than before. It has broken 
up every little colony of germs and 
l as scattered them through the milk, 
each iii turn to form a new colony. 
Such machines are widely sold and 
used, and yet m ilk authorities assert 
that they make the last state of the 
milk worse than the first. 


Full of Bacteria. 


People who 
patronize 
first class 
hotels and restaurants frequently get 
as unwholesome a grade of m ilk a? 
is sold iii 
the 
tenement 
districts* 
W hen the New York m ilk 
commit­ 
tee looked into this 
phase 
of 
the 
m atter it found that in some places 
milk sold at 25 cents a glass was as 
full of bacteria as the m ilk sold in 
the Yiddish shops on the east side. 
In some of the big 
hotels 
it was 
found that 
a practice was indulged 
in of serving a customer’s milk order 
in a bottle, leading 
him 
to believe 
that the m ilk 
was 
bottled 
at 
the 
source and 
kept free from all con­ 
tamination, whereas 
the 
fact 
was 
that the milk was 
very 
inferior in 
grit de and poured into the bottle by 
a 
scullion 
in 
the kitchen. 
W hoa 
these conditions were brought to the 
attention of 
the 
proprietors 
they 
usually havened to remedy them. 
In many communities there 
is a 
practice among milk 
wagon drivers 
to change 
m ilk from pint to 
quart 
bottles, or 
vice versa, as they drive 
along, in order to meet the demands 
cf their day’s trade. One investiga­ 
tor tells of a driver whom he saw' 
pouring pints into 
unwashed 
quart 
bottles, and then 
licking 
off 
the 
mouths of the bottles 
to 
hide tile 
evidences of the change. The caps 
he put into the quart 
bottles 
were 
drawn from his vest pocket. 
H ow d irty 
milk 
may sometimes 
become was discovered by Dr. M. J. 
Rosenau, one of Hie members of the 
m ilk commission. In 1907 he found 
that the general 
market 
milk in 
Washington contained 
upwards 
of 
I? ,OOO,OOO germs to the cubic centi­ 
meter. 
Tilts is a larger number of 
germs than is to be found 
iii the 
sewage of I he average large city. In 
the sewage of Boston for a period cf 
seven years the average number was 
less than ",000,000, and 
in london 
Hic number 
ranged 
from 
2,000,00$ 
to 11,000,000. However, not all bacte­ 
ria found in milk are bad. Some et 
trend arc good, as. for instance, the 
lactic acid germ. But on the whole, 
milk with a large number of germs 
iii it must be regarded as guilty tm- 
ti1 it proves itself innocent. 


People Are to Blame. 


It is generally admitted that many 
Cl usaders in behalf 
of 
pure 
milk 
draw a picture of the evils of im 
pere m ilk that sometimes does more 
harm than good. Some of the state­ 
ments made lead to the conclusion 
that n e a r ly all milk is dangerous and 
to be avoided, while others place tho 
responsibility for all epidemic 
dis­ 
case on milk. The conservative sani­ 


t a r ia n says that bad milk is at b ast 
dangerous enough to justify its be­ 
ing shut out of the m arket W hether 
it contain?? contagion 
or 
not. it is 
certain to contain 
germs 
that do 
great d a m a g e to the intestinal tracts 
of babies, and invite stomachic disor­ 


ders in grownups 
virulent 


that they may make an added profit., 
they add enough skim m ilk to it to 


I bring it down to the lowish stand­ 
ard, and thus sell the skim m ilk they 
in c for diluting purposes at regular 
\ hole milk prices. Others manage in 
c rc way and another to m-t any sur­ 
plus butter fat off of the milk. 


Should 
Be 
Pasteurized. 


It has been 
found 
wherever 
the 
ii atter has 
been 
investigated 
that 
loose milk 
seldom 
measures up to 
the standard of bottled milk, either 
from a health or an economic stand­ 
point. It is usually very full of germs 
and often of a very poor grade. 
The 
constant dipping out of small quanti­ 
ties introduces new germs 
and 
en­ 
courages the spread of those already 
there. At the same time it gives the 
merchant 
opportunity 
to 
dilute it 
with skim milk, an opportunity very 
frequently improved. 
The investiga­ 
tors in New York 
all 
have shown 
that the cheap 
shops 
where 
loose 
m ilk is sold 
usually 
handle 
a low 
grade both in quality and bacterial 
count. So the trend of legislation is 
in the direction of the abolition cd 
clipped milk 
This has brought forth 


a great complaint among those who 
deal in loose milk, and they assert 
that it will make m ilk cost the poor 
man more. The sanitarian admits it 
may cost him a shade more in tin 
immediate outlay of money, but that 
Win n resultant doctors’ bills and the 
cases of sickness 
that 
result from 
hose milk are taken into considera­ 
tion, bottled m ilk w ill prove infinite­ 
ly cheaper. 
It is the belief of nearly all sanita­ 
rians that all milk should 
be pasttir- 
ized 
There is a zone of temperature 
between 140 degrees and IGO degrees 
where nearly all germs are killed aud 
yet where the taste and constitution 
cf the m ilk is not disturbed. 


Excuse for Dirty Milk. 


W h ile pasteurized m ilk may after 
wards have a large bacterial count, 
these germs are usually 
not 
of 
a 
harmful variety. 
Sanitarians 
in s is t 
that pasteurization shall not be used 
as an excuse for dirty milk, but ra­ 
ther that it shall serve as an anti­ 
mosquito campaign serves in defend­ 
ing a community from an epidemic 
cf yellow fever— the quarantine may 
be depended upon to keep out the 
disease, but the antim osquito meas­ 
ures prevent its spread, even if the 
quarantine fails. W ith pasteurization 
the sanitarian aims to kill the germs 
that may be undetected by systems 
of inspection. 
Argentina has hit upon a method of 
handling milk that is probably 
the 
best yet found. Dairymen there freeze 
it into large blocks as soon as 
it 
comes from the cows, and then put 
it into herm etically 
sealed 
vacuum 


c o n ta in e r s . Iii this 
w a y there is no 
chance 
for 
the 
multiplication 
of 
germs, and. indeed, the freezing pro­ 
cess and the continued cold kills the 
m ajor portion of those in the milk 
at the time of freezing. In this wav 
the m ilk may be kept for fifteen or

The direct effect that changing bad 
roads into good roads has upon laud 
value and the general economic web 
I fare of a community Is shown in sev­ 
eral concrete illustrations gathered by 
the United States department of agri­ 
culture. 
The department has just is­ 
sued a statement on 
the 
subject, 
based upon a mass 
of 
information 
gathered by the office of public roads, 
which is making a special study of the 
economic effect of road improvement 
in the country. 
According 
to data 
gathered, where good roads replace 
bad ones, the values of farm lands 
bordering on the roads 
increase 
to 
such an extent that the cost of road 
Improvement is equalized, if not ex­ 
ceeded. 
The goeural land values, as 
well as farm values, show marked ad 
vances, following the improvement of 
roads. 
Among the illustrations cited by the 
department are the following: 
In Lee county, Virginia, a farmer 
owned IOO acres between Ben 11 ii r 
nnd Jonesville, which he offered to 
sell for $1,800. 
lr 1908 this road was 
improved, and although 
the 
farmer 
fought the improvement, he has since 
refused $3,000 for his farm. 
Along 
this same road a tract of 188 acres 
was supposed to have been sold for 
$6,000. 
The purchaser refused the 
contract, however, 
and 
the 
owner 
threatened to sue him. 
After tile 
road improvement, and without any 
Improvement upon the land, the same 
farm was sold to the original 
pur­ 
chaser for $9,000. 
In 
Jackson county, Alabama, the 
people voted a bond issue of $250,000 
for road improvement and improved 
24 per cent, of the roads. 
The cen­ 
sus of 1900 gives the value of all farm 
lands in Jackson county at $5.90 per 
acre. 
The selling value at that time 
was from $6 to $15 per acre. The cen­ 
sus of 1910 places the value of all 
farm lands in Jackson county at $9.79 
per acre, and the selling price is now 
$15 to $25 per acre. 
Actual figures of 
Increased value following 
road 
im­ 
provement are shown. 
As tho roads In no way affect soil 
fertility or quality of the farm, ad­ 
vances are due essentially to the de­ 
crease in the cost of hauling produce 
to market or shipping points. 
lAirms 
ire now regarded as plants for the 
business of farming, and any reduc­ 
tion in their profits through unneces­ 
sarily heavy costs for hauling on bad 
roads naturally reduces their capitaliz­ 
ation into values. 
With reduced costs 
for hauling profits are increased, with 
the result that the farm plant shows 
satisfactory earnings on a higher cap­ 
ital value. 
The automobile, also, has begun to 
be an important factor in increasing 
rural values where good roads are in­ 
tl oduced. 
Immigration is particularly marked 
where road conditions are favorable; 
in fact, the figures of the department 
seem to indicate that good roads indi­ 
rectly increase the demand for rural 
property; and the price of tarm land, 
like that of any commodity, is ruled 
by the relation between demand 
and 
supply.

Evident That Plant Furnishes as N e rr 
Perfect 
Ration 
as 
Anything 
Known to Agriculture. 


Evidence accumulates daily of ti * 
superior value of alfalfa in the pro­ 
duction of both milk 
and 
beef. 
California Guernsey i3 reported as pr *- 
during 144 pounds of butter fat in or.-* 
year on a ration of alfalfa pasture ai i 
hay exclusively, the major portion # J 
the alfalfa fed being hay. 
It is cer­ 
tain that this Guernsey was a goo J 
producer and capable of 
using her 
feed economically. 
However, regardless of the ability 
of the cow to convert feed into milk, 
it is apparent that alfalfa hay ar. I 
alfalfa as pasture comes as near con­ 
stituting perfect ration for the dairy 
cow as anything known to agricul­ 
ture. 
In the compounding of dairy 
rations it has long been regarded as 
necessary that a variety of feeds be 
used. 
This is iu order 
to increase the 
palatability and to prevent the ani­ 
mal from tiring of the feed. 
The fact 
that an exclusive ration of alfalfa will 
produce such results as reported in 
the case of this Guernsey is evidence 
that alfalfa alone is highly palatable 
and that it can be used successfully 
as an exclusive feed. 


Give Cows a Rest. 
It is well, when possible, to give a 
cow from six to eight weeks’ rest be­ 
tween her periods of lactation, but if 
it is impossible to dry her off it is bet­ 
ter to continue milking than to at­ 
tempt to force her dry.

How states and counties are put­ 
ting money in 
the 
pockets of the 
farmers by investing in the improve­ 
ment of public roads is shown by a 
statem ent just issued by the office of 
public roads of the department of 
agriculture. 
Definite cases are cited 
in support 
of 
the 
argument 
that 
where had roads prevail farmers are 
forced to move their crops, not when 
the market price is favorable, but 
when the roads are favorable. 
Two farmers living 
in 
separate 
counties 
but 
at an equal distance 
from the cotton market, learned by 
telephone that cotton had advanced 
in price $1 per hale. 
Tile farmer liv­ 
ing on a had road responded by haul­ 
ing one hale of cotton, which was all 
he could 
get over the unimproved 
road, 
while 
the other farmer was 
able to haul four bales, owing to fa­ 
vorable road conditions. 
The rise in 
price gained a profit of $1 to one 
man and $1 to his neighbor. 
It is shown in the statem ent that 
it is common for the farmer to find 
that he cannot haul his produce to 
market when prices are highest, be­ 
cause 
the 
roads 
are 
impassible, 
when the roads become passable, the 
time for market has largely passed 
and produce is compelled to m ove in 
m asses, which 
frequently gluts the 
market and breaks the prices. 
E x cessiv e fluctuations 
in 
market 
are seldom due to overproduc- 
They frequently take place in 
regions where the local 
production 
does not equal the annual consump­ 
tion. 
There are counties rich in ag­ 
ricultural possibilities, burdened with 
bad roads, where the annual income 
shipm ents of foodstuffs exceed the 
outgoing shipm ents in the ratio of 
four to one. 
Many 
such 
counties 
with improved roads could not only 
become 
self-supporting, 
but 
could 
ship products to other markets. 
A farmer in Sullivan county, Tenn.. 
a few' m iles from Bristol, had 
IOO 
bushels of Irish potatoes which he 
intended to market during the win­ 
ter of 1007-1008. 
Owing to bad roads, 
he was unable to haul the potatoes 
at all. and they rotted in the cellar 
N evertheless, the price of potatoes at 
Bristol 
w ent as high as $1.40 per 
bushel in the meantime. 
A Bristol 
merchant stated that during the win­ 
ter as many as ten carloads of farm 
produce, including 
wheat, 
potatoes

There is no need of a secret ser­ 
vice man to close up notorious gamb­ 
ling joints, or disreputable dives, or 
the law-violating 
saloons—these are 
krow n of all m en generally and the 
uniformed 
prolice 
are 
recreant 
in 
duty if they don’t 
close 
them and 
arrest those responsible for their ex­ 
p e ll e e . But there their usefulness in 
this particular line ends, and if law 
enforcem ent is to be had 
the 
city 
must resort to the more subtle m eth­ 
od of em ploying 
keen-witted, 
ener­ 
getic and conscientious detectives. 
It would be better to do with one 
less patrolman, if financial considera­ 
tions require 
it. 
than 
to 
continue 
without an officer of this sort. 
As a m atter of 
fact, 
the people 
can. if they will, 
bring 
about and 
continue just the sort of condition* 
they wish 
in 
any 
com m unity 
by 
showing what they want 
and insist­ 
ing on getting it. 
Hero in 
Sedalia 
this 
has 
bern 
proven, and 
the 
police departm ent 
pppcars willing to do its part in al­ 
leviating conditions that h ave been 
alm ost unbearable. Now' that this is 
true It is the part of the people to 
lend every assistance possible to aid 
in the work.

Columbia, Mo., Sept. 17.—E. G. Ben­ 
nett, state dairy commissioner, says: 
"It seems that stock in some sections 
of the tate is now, or will, during the 
winter, suffer for want of feed if not 
disposed of. 
If sold on account of 
feed shortage they are almost sure to 
he sold at a great sacrifice, causing a 
loss not only to their owners, but to 
the stock industry of the state also. 
It is up to the 
business 
men 
and 
farmers to stop these sacrifices and 
it can be done through eo-operation 
and by putting forth some efforts. 
"In 
IOU 
Wisconsin 
suffered 
a 
drouth. 
Hay sold for $2.r> per ton, 
and many cattle buyers took advant­ 
age of these conditions and bought 
cows in that state for far less money 
than they were worth. 
Before it was 
too late the bankers and business 
men got together and arrangements 
were made whereby train loads of 
feed wore shipped into the slate and 
turned to tho farmer at actual cost, 
not only stopping the sacrifices, but 
keeping in the state an asset no state 
ran afford to lose. In 1900, New' Eng­ 
land also suffered a drouth and hun­ 
dreds of milch cows wore shipped 
from those states causing a great loss 
to cow owners and the dairy industry 
of 
that 
country. 
Wisconsin surely 
profited by the experience of New 
England. 
"There is no doubt there are many 
cows in Missouri that do not pay for 
their feed. 
This class of cows is a 
source of expense any year and well 
sold at almost any price. 
But good 
profitable cows and immatured heif­ 
ers should not be sold for less than 
their true value, if at all. 
It has been 
my observation for several years that 
the farmers of Missouri have sold 
their good cows 
and 
heifers 
too 
cheap. Many of them are shipped an­ 
nually to other 
dairy 
states, 
sold 
profitably at auction after all ship­ 
ping expenses have been added and 
are utilized at a profit by their final 
owners in practical service. 
It is all 
right to let the other fellow* have the 
cow that does not pay her hoard, but 
it is high time we were finding out 
the real worth of good cows and un­ 
tried heifers. 
"There tire several states in the 
Union where crops are almost, if not 
quite, equal to the average of the 
past ten years. 
There will be feed 
for sale in those states the same as 
we have during a normal year. 
It 
seems to me far better for our farm­ 
ers who are short of feed to buy it 
this year and pay interest, if neces­ 
sary, rather than sell their stock for 
30 to 50 per cent less than its actual 
worth, as I have known some to do 
within the past ten days. 
"At the present time, Missouri is 
far from what her standard should 
he as a dairy state. 
It is imperative 
that this industry he increased, but 
impossible to do so 
without 
more 
cows. 
So if conditions are as serious 
as reported in dry sections and no ac­ 
tion is taken to relievo 
them, 
the 
forced selling of cows will not only 
greatly retard our increase in dairy 
products, but we will be a long time 
getting back to our present number 
of cows and in recovering from the 
loss of the cattle 
industry 
of 
the 
state. 
"I know’ of no better way that our 
state dairy department 
can 
better 
save the state at this time than to 
co-operate with the business men and 
farmers in the dry sections and take 
such action as is necessary to relieve 
the present situation. 
To this end, 
would advise that

to water fowl. 
Missouri hunters may shoot migra­ 
tory birds until October I. 
Then the 
federal law' steps in and bars the 
shooting of ducks during the month 
of 
October 
this year. 
In future 
years ducks may be shot only in No­ 
vember and December, until the de­ 
partment of agriculture extends the 
time. 
This law’ was passed by 
the 
last 
congress. 
Its object is to protect the 
birds in their flights to the nesting 
places in the spring. 
Missouri is considered in the "win­ 
tering zone" for ducks.

Story of a Remarkable Crime. 
New York, Sept. 15.— W ith the ar­ 
rest 
early 
yesterday of Rev. Hails 
Schmidt, assistant rector of St. J o 
seph’s 
Roman 
(Catholic 
church, 
charged with 
the murder of Anna 
Aumuller, a domestic, 
the. mystery 
surrounding the finding, twelve days 
ago, 
of 
parts of tin' dismembered 
body of a girl in the Hudson river 
was solved. 
Schmidt, according to 
the police reports, has confessed, arid 
at the time of his arrest attempted 
to commit suicide 
by 
cutting 
his 
throat with a safety razor blade. 
“ I killed her because I loved ber so 
much,” Schm idt is alleged to have 
told his captors, but the police ver­ 
sion of the motive for the crime is 
that the young woman was about to 
become a mother. 
He had married 
her through a ceremony of I is own, 


performed without witnesses. 
According to the police and the dis- 
j triet attorney’s office, Schm idt’s con­ 
fession was full and absolute. 
In it 
lie is quoted as saying that he killed 
his companion with a butcher knife 
and cut up the body with the knife 
and a saw. 
The woman was kine 
the police say. while she slept, silo 
ly after midnight, on September 2. 
in an apartment in Bradhurst avenue, 
where the priest had placed her five 
days before. 
Body Cut Up in Bath Tub. 
When her heart had ceased beat 
lag, according to the alleged confes­ 
sion. Schmidt carried the body from 
the bed to the bathroom, and placing 
it in the tub, began his gory task of 
cutting it up. 
W ith the keen knife 
and the saw lie cut 
off 
the 
head, 
arms and legs. 
Still fearful of de­ 
tection. he then cut the body in two. 
Fiv e 
bundles, 
wrapped 
in 
bed 
clothes and papers, were made* of the 
six parts. 
Five times Schmidt left 
the apart mein house with a bundle 
to cross the* Hudson river to the Je r ­ 
sey shore. 
Five times he leaned over 
the stern of the ferry boat in mid­ 
stream and gently gave the n ver his 


burden. 
Then he returned 
to 
the 


church. 
The stains of the girl s blood still 
discolored The bath tub when detec­ 
tives searched the Bradhurst avenue 
apartment yesterday. 
Schm idt told 
til.* police he had taken the mattress 
on which she lay when he dealt the 
death blow under cover of darkness to 


a vacant lot near by and burned it. 
In the apartment, 
among 
other 
things, the police found a marriage 


license issued in New York last Ft >- 


ruary, and bearing the names of the 
priest and the murdered woman. This 
license had been used. 
According to 
Sehmidt’s confession he went through 
a marriage ceremony with the girl. In 


the 
ceremony 
Schmidt 
was 
both 
priest and bridegroom! there was no 
witness. 


Pillow Leads to Arrest. 


A gayly-colored pillow of u?iu6ual 
pattern 
led 
to 
Schm idt’s apprehen­ 
sion. 
This pillow, stained with blood 
and soiled with the filth of the river, 
was wrapped around a portion of the 
torso. 
The detectives traced the pil­ 
low* to its manufacturers, the manu­ 
facturers traced it to the dealer, the 
dealer traced it to Schmidt, and the 
police, tracing Schm idt and the girl, 
knew all about both of them hours 
before they arrested him. 
Schm idt was arrested by Inspector 
Faurot, in charge of the detective 
bureau. 
The priest was dr* seed in 
full clerical garb when the detective 
entered his rooms in the1 parish house 
of his church in W est One Hundred 
and Twenty-first street. 
The inspec­ 
tor produced a photograph of Miss 
Aum uller and asked Schm idt if he 
knew' the girl. 
priest, after a moment of hes­ 
itation, 
squired whether his visitors 
were police officers. 
His actions in­ 
dicated that he was expecting arrest. 
He then asked permission to change 
his clothes and it was when he left 
the room that Inspector Faurot de­ 
clared he attempted to cut his throat 
with a small safety razor blade. 
Remorseful, Tells All. 
E a rly yesterday, according to par­ 
ishioners of the church, Schmidt said 
to Rev. Father Huntman, rector of 
St. Joseph’s church, that he would 
hear no more confessions, and when 
asked for his reason, said: 
“ I have 
something of importance to tell you. ' 


W ith 
his superior, 
Schmidt then 
retired to the study, where the latter 
told all that had transpired in the 
Bradhurst avenue flat, where his al­ 
leged confession to the police says 
he murdered the girl . Fattier Hunt* 
maim conferred with his other assist­ 
ants .and it was agreed that tin* au­ 
thorities should be notified. 
The po­ 
lice, however, were 
even 
then 
on 
Schm idt’s trail, and his arrest follow­ 
ed shortly. 
Schmidt was taken to the Tombs. 
According to the police, he made a 
full confession, after which he was 
taken before Coroner Weinberg, who 
committed him to the Tombs until 
the inquest is held. 
Text of Priest’s Confession. 
The confession, which 
the 
police 
say Schmidt signed, follows: 
“ I met Anna Aumuller two years 
ago at the parish house of St. Boni­ 
face church. 
She was employed as 
a servant there. 
I was attracted by 
her beauty. 
I became infatuated with 
her, I loved her. 
“ I killed her because I loved her 
so much. 
She was so 'beautiful, so 
good, I could not let her live without 


me. 
“ I had made up my mind that she 
and I could not live together. 
I was 
a priest and must remain with my 
church. 
I could not let her go away 
from me. 
So I opened the door of 
tho flat. 
I told her I had comb to 
fulfill my threat. 
Then I drew the 
knife across her throat. 
“ I cut the body into six pieces. 
I 
made trips to the Fort Leo ferry, 
ach time with a part of her precious 
body in a bundle. 
When the ferry 
boat reached the middle of the stream 
I would throw a piece into tho water, 
and when the boat reached the other 
<ide of the river I would return and 
go back to the flat. 
“ After I had disposed of the body I 
wanted to destroy all evidence of the 
crime. 
I took the mattress on which 
I had slain her and carried it to a 
vacant lot and there I burned it. 
I 
am guilty: that is all I can say. 
I 
must pay the penalty. 
There is noth­ 
ing else for me to do. 
But I loved 


Anna Aumuller. 
“ She wanted mc to marry her and 
I procured a marriage license. 
She 


trusted me. 
“ I am a priest and ordained to. per­ 
form the marriage ceremony, so w hen 
she insisted upon a ceremony I mar­ 
ried mvself to her. 
There was no 
need of any other priest doing it. 
It 
was just as absolute as if I had called 
in another person with authority to 
perform a marriage ceremony. 
She 
wras my wife.” 
Priest and Victim Foreign Born. 
Schmidt, after being assigned to a 
cell, went to sleep. 
The priest, ac­ 
cording to his Story, was born in 
Aschaffenburg, 
Germany, 
in 
1881. 
He attended college and at the age of 
IS enrolled in Saint Augustine's sem­ 
inary iu Mai br. and on December 23. 


1904 
was ordained. 
He held several 
charges in Germany and then came 
to Am erica because of poor health. 
After remaining in New York a short 
tim e he was assigned to a church at 
lo u isville, Ky. 
In 19"9 he went to 
Trenton. X. J., and in December, 1910, 
he became assistant to Father Braun. 
a 
rector 
of St. Boniface s church, 
where he met the Aum uller girl. 
In November. 1912. Schmidt left St. 
Boniface to become assistant rector 


° f St. Joseph’s church, the a lig n ­ 


ment he held at the time of his arrest 


ye sterday. 
Little is known of the history of 
Anna Aum uller before she took em­ 
ployment in the St. Boniface parish 
house, the 
week 
before Christmas, 
IMO. 
According to a statement is­ 
sued last night by Father Braun, she 
loft his parish house in the summer 
of IM I, returning on Thanksgiving 
day, 1912. 
She went away the sec­ 
ond time August SO, last. At this time 
she said she was a b o u t to he married 
and go to Ohio to live. 
Father Braun 
said that he and his sister, who is 
housekeeper, had In come attached to 
the girl because she was Pleasant and 
a faithful worker.

serly and W. H. Powell, of the com­ 
mittee chosen from 
the 
executive 
board of the Sedalia Booster club to 
investigate the water conditions. 
Judge Messerly said: 
“There is no 
doubt that plenty of water is avail­ 
able, and it is only a question of 
price.” 
Iii continuing he 
said 
com plaint 
was to he made to the public utilities 
commission, 
and 
that 
this 
action 
would result 
in 
a 
hearing. 
“The 
water company must then m eet the 
conditions,” said the speaker, “else 
a receivership will result.” 
Judge 
Messerly 
suggested as a 
remedy for shortage of water during 
times of drought that 
a 
sufficient 
supply for all purposes be impounded 
or held in reserve. 
He stated that 
if the supply secured from Flat creek 
is insufficient, 
that 
Spring 
Fork 
could increase the supply through a 
dam 
being 
constructed 
to 
retain 
water. 
Judge Messerly also suggested the 
deepening of Lake Tebo and said that 
a proper method of solving the water 
question could be devised by a hy­ 
draulic engineer. 
“We never miss the water till the 
well runs dry,” said Mr. 
Messerly, 
“and heretofore w e’ve been waiting 
for rains, with water very scarce and 
the supply unwholesome” 
W. IT. Powell, president of the Cit­ 
izens’ National bank, said the .'ack of 
water in the past few years had giv­ 
en Sedalia the blackest eye the city 
ever had. 
Alderman James A. Robb strongly 
advocated 
action 
to 
secure 
pure 
! water in sufficient quantity for all 
purposes, and when 
the 
resolution 
was first read, following its presenta­ 


tion by Alderman Burke, it was easily 
seen that the council was a unit iu 
favoring its adoption. 
Before a vote was taken on the res­ 
olution Mayor F. L. Ludemann made 
a report of an investigation into the 
water situation by himself and mem­ 
bers of the fire and water commit­ 
tee. 
He told of 
precautions 
taken 
during the low water 
pressure 
to 
have the fire fighters constantly in 
readiness for fire 
runs, 
a ad 
also 
stated that the fire engine was kept 
ready to answer calls promptly, with 
a special man in charge. 
He further 
stated that the East Sedalia stand­ 
pipe was kept full of water and held 
in reserve in the event a fire had 
occurred of any consequence. 
Following the adoption of the reso­ 
lution City Counsellor W. G. Lynch 
stated that he would have the formal 
complaint against the water company 
in readiness to he forwarded to the 
public utilities commission today.
